Canada’s Coal 
Output Increases 


OTTAWA.—Output of coal in Can- 
ada continued to increase during 
March of this year while imports 
were down 44 per cent. from a year 
ago. 

Nova Scotia and Saskatchewan 
registered the only declines, 

The bureau of statistics reported 
preliminary figures set coal produc- 
tion for March at 1,701,000 tons 
compared with 1,658,000 tons a year 
ago. During the first three months 
of this year production was 5,202,000 
tons against 4,210,171 in the same 
period of 1948. 

Alberta mines produced 783,000 
compared with 704,071; B.C. and 
Yukon 179,000 compared with 126,- 
179; Nova Scotia 500,500 against 
585,147; Saskatchewan 199,000 com- 
pared with 206,967 and New Bruns- 
wick 39,500 compared to 35,335.

Geological | Party . 
To Study Oil 
Strata In Sask. 


OTTAWA.—Intensive study of the 
oil and gas producing mesazoit 
Strata in Saskatchewan will be con- 
ducted this summer by Dr. R. T. D. 
Wickenden of the geological survey 
of Canada, it was announced by Hon. 
Colin Gibson, minister of mines and 
resources, 

Dr. Wickenden has already done a 
great deal of work in this field, and 
will co-operate with the Saskatche- 
wan department of resources in the 
examination of well cores and sam- 
ples. Two parties directed by gradu- 
ate students will work under his 
supervision, 

The statement says: “The mesazoic 
stratigraphy first became of great 
importance from the standpoint of 
gas and heavy oil production in 
Wainwright Vermilion and Lloyd- 
minster areas, It has now become 
of importance in the production of 
light oil in the Woodbend field and 
in the Joseph Lake well, 18 miles 
southeast of Edmonton. 

“Also the recent discovery of gas 
with distillate Stettler and the gas 
discoveries in north central Alberta, 
all in mesazoic strata, have further 
shown that it contains large reserves 
in both gas and oil. A knowledge 
of the local and regional stratigraph- 
ic relationships thus becomes of great 
value in the exploration for new oil 
fields, Dr. Wickenden and his as- 
sistants will continue their field work 
with the objective of collecting new 
data and making it available to those 


engaged in searching for oil and 
gas.”

Modern Science 
Aids Fishermen 


NANAIMO, B.C. A detailed and 
scientific “fish story” will stand the 
test. of 700 top piscatorial experts at 
the United Nations World Science 
Conference at Lake Success Aug. 17.
